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NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Bulletin 148, Labor Statistics Bureau, containing the Labor laws of the 
United States and also of the several States, with decisions of the courts re- 
lating thereto, up to the close of the year 1913, is in course of publication in 
parts, Part 1, filling 1216 large pages, having been already received. This part 
contains the legislation of the States in alphabetical order from Alabama to 
Missouri. Part 2 will have the similar material from Montana to United States, 
and will fill about the same number of pages. ‘This important compilation gives 
the full text of labor legislation and a digest of the court decisions by which 
it has been construed. This is the 5th compilation of the kind which has been 
made by the Labor Bureau (now Labor Statistics Bureau), but the latest pre- 
vious one was issued in 1907, and the succeeding seven years have been full of 
activity in the field of labor legislation. Nine States now have minimum-wage 
laws, though the central government at Washington has not yet taken that step. 
The States which have done so are California, Colorado, Massachusetts, Min-. 
nesota, Nebraska, Oregon, Utah, Washington, and Wisconsin, while Ohio, though 
it has no such law at present, has adopted a new constitution which authorizes 
it. There are many new laws relating to the inspection and regulation of 
factories and mines and to various features of railroad administration. 

A prodigious book is House document 226 of the 63d Congress, 1st session, 
being 44 inches thick, the greater part of this bulk being, however, taken up by 
maps. Its title is Water terminal and transfer facilities, and its substance is 
reports by Army engineer officers on the condition and present and prospective 
commercial value of the existing facilities for water transportation in this 
country. 

By House resolution 5938, 63d Congress, 2d session, it was directed that 5,000 
copies of the report of the Proceedings of the First and Second International 
Peace Conferences, held at The Hague, 1899 and 1907, be printed as House docu- 
ment 1151, 68d Congress, 2d session. 

Senate document 537, 63d Congress, 2d session, is a report of the memorial 
exercises held at Nashville, Apr. 9, 1912, by the Southern Commercial Congress, 
in honor of the late Seaman A. Knapp, who was warmly eulogized as the man 
who brought the modern conception of agriculture to the South and sowed seed 
that is now bearing an abundant harvest. 

Census Bulletin 126 is Financial statistics of cities having a population of 
over 30,000. These are the figures of income and outgo for the fiscal year 1913. 
As there are now 199 cities of over 30,000 population, and as 55 of them are 
under the commission plan of government, the cpportunities which these sta- 
tistics afford for comparison and deduction are extensive. 

Our mineral reserves, how to make America industrially independent, is a 
monograph by Dr. Geo. Otis Smith, Director of the United States Geological 
Survey, published as Bulletin 599 of that notable Government organization. 
Dr. Smith says at the very outset that “ the United States is not only the world’s 
greatest producer of mineral wealth, but, so far as estimates of the earth’s 
treasures have shown, it possesses greater reserves of most of the essential 


-Minerals than any other nation.” Then follow many sentences that invite quo- 


tation. “A geologic map is a graphic inventory both of the mineral resources 
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now used and of those that are untouched because they are at present of no 
value. He is indeed a bold prophet, however, who pretends to forecast either 
the probability or improbability of future usefulness of any raw material. As 
has been illustrated by the radium mineral carnotite, the mineralogic curiosity 
of one decade may become the valuable ore of the next. The principal ore of 
aluminum, bauxite, was not even mentioned in « list of useful minerals pub- 
lished by the Geological Survey 25 years ago.” “The value of the mineral 
production of the United States now reaches $2.500,000,000 a year.” No other 
country can compete with us in abundance or variety of mineral resources. 
“The only essential minerals of the first rank of which the United States has 
no known supply at all commensurate with its needs are nitrates, potash salts, 
tin, nickel, and platinum. Probably no other nation in the world so nearly 
approaches absolute independence in respect to mineral resources.” Bulletin 
599 considers each important mineral product separately, showing production, 
consumption, uses, etc. Sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 5 cents. 

American manufacturers and exporters who hope to acquire a South Amert- 
ean trade will do well to get a copy of the Daily consular and trade reports 
for Aug. 28, 1914, and read with care the 4-page chapter entitled Important 
details in South American trade. Apparently North American methods must 
be somewhat modified to win success in South America. 

Miscellaneous series 17, Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau, is a list 


“of the publications on Latin America and the West Indies which that bureau 


has published. They are both numerous and useful. Sold by the Superintend- 
ent of Documents at 5 cents. 

The sale of Post Office Department post-route and county maps has been 
transferred from the Disbursing Clerk of the Department to the Finance Divi- 
sion, Office of the Third Assistant Postmaster General. 

The relation of the horsepower to the kilowatt is the title of Standards 
Bureau Circular 34, 2d edition. The relationship spoken of is a practical mat- 
ter, and the determination by the Standards Bureau that a horsepower is the 
equivalent of 746 watts is also a practical matter. It agrees with the English 
standard and disagrees with the French and German standards. ‘ Modern 
practice,” says the circular, “is tending toward the more general use of the 
kilowatt and the disuse of the horsepower.” This usage is recommended by the 
Bureau. 

Banking and credit in Argentina, Brazil, Chile, and Peru is a recent publica- 
tion of the Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau that has been and is in 
active demand. It is known as Special agents series 90 and sells for 10 cents. 


Farmers’ bulletin 609, Bird houses and. how to build them, is authority for . 


the statement that birds may be kept around our houses at all seasons of the 
year if their human friends will supply the needs of their small housekeeping. 
In winter they are often unable to find food. If this want is supplied they 
will stay with us always. If we provide for them comfortable winter houses 
they will occupy them. To help about this the bulletin gives drawings and 
descriptions of convenient and inexpensive bird houses. 

. In pursuance of its duty of establishing scientific standards for all sorts of 
utilitarian operations the Standards Bureau has issued its Circular 48, Stand- 
ard methods of gas testing, Ist edition, a quarto of 180 pages, sold by the 
Documents Office at 35 cents. 

The Monthly summary of commerce and finance of the United States has 
become the Monthly summary of foreign commerce of the United States. The 


new title appears first on (and in) the number for July, 1914, which is no. 1, - 
series 1914-15. The statistics which it contains are for the month of July, 
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1914, and for the 7 months ending July, 1914, corrected to Sept. 4, 1914, and 
subject to revision. 

With the exception of India, China is the greatest importer of cotton goods 
in the world, and Manchuria has long been one of the best markets for Ameri- 
can cotton goods. In recent years, however, Japanese competition has seriously 
curtailed American sales in that field. The chief factors in the development 
of the cotton industry in Japan and that country’s success in the Chinese mar- 
ket are summarized in a bulletin (Special agents series 86) issued in Aug. 
1914, by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. It is a detailed 
study of the Japanese cotton industry by W. A. Graham Clark. From the 
Superintendent of Documents, 30 cents. 


THE BIGGEST RECORD 


The Congressional record, carrying the report of the proceedings of the 63d 
Congress, 2d session, which began Dec. 1, 1913, and is still sitting, has reached 
more than 250 daily numbers and 17,000 pages. 

It will be known as volume 51, but will comprise nearly or quite 20 “ parts,” 
each part being a volume of about 1,000 pages. And these are not ordinary 
pages. They are double-column quartos and filled with a very compact type. 

Each page contains fully three times as many words as are in a page of an 
ordinary book. A hasty calculation gives about 35,000,000 words in the 17,000 
pages.
